LONDON, NOV. 23 
THE TRADITION THAT IT IS IMPOSSIBLE TO 
ESCAPE FROM DARTMOOR PRISON HAS AGAIN 
BEEN BORNE OUT BY THE RECAPTURE OF THE 
TWO CONVICTS, MICHAEL GASKEN AND AMEY, 
AFTER SIX DAYS AT LIBERTY. 


The fugitives gave their pursuers a remarkable run, 
although they had only reached a point about twenty- 
five miles from the prison when they again fell into the 
hands of the law. Most of their time was spent in hid- 
ing, moving from point to point at night, over the bleak 

. Dartmoor Forest area. ‘ 


Their six days ‘of’ liberty constitutes a record. 

Michael Gasken ‘is an old hand at prison escapes. . It 

_ was his own record that he was breaking on this occasion. 

He previously escaped from Dartmoor in February, 
1931, and cluded pursuit for five days on that occasion. 


The capture of Gasken and Amey was made by two 

. policemen on the railway line between Exeter and Credi- 

ton, The prisoners made no further bid for liberty'and- 

talked calmly with their captors of their narrow escapes 
from detection on several occasions. ; 

Gasken mentioned that they were on many oeca- 
sions within earshot of those engaged in the man-hunt, 
but their places of concealment were never detected. 

On one occasion, they crouched in bushes when 
searching acroplanes swooped only a few feet over their 
heads. 2 eh . 

The nearest approach to previous capture, however, 
was when they actually saw the bloodhounds who had 
lost the scent sniffing around within ten yards of their 
hiding-place. :

Lord Hailsham, Secretary for 
Wor, speaking at the Anglo- 
American Pilgrims Club in Lon- 
don to-day, called, attention to 
news pictures which had appeared 
in certain American ‘mewspapers 
purporting to show ‘unemployed 
creating riots outside Bucking- 
ham, Palace. 


He said that those pictures were 
not tuken in 1932.but.in 1928, and 
instead of repreasehting a riotous, 
starving, mob attempting to enter 
Buckingham Palacé in their effort 
to make protests to. thelr Sovereign, 
they represented In fact, the anxic- 


ty of the many thousands of Brit- 
ish citizens who. gathered at 
Buckingham .Palace) when the 
health of the King. was in danger. 


Lord Hailsham yrotested againat 
this fMagrant attempt to misrepre- 
sent conditions in’ Britain and pald 
a warm_tribute to the American 
Consul-General in London for giv- 
ing a faithful account of British 
events and sentiment. 

He said there had never been a 
time when it was more important 
that Britain and America should 
understand one another. As ‘the 
two nations during the ‘war had 
protected civilisation from violent 
death they had now to protect the 
economic world from equally cer- 
tnin disaater.—British Wireltes.

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CONTRACT 
~ BRIDGE

Editor's Note: This iis the second, 
of a series of articlessby Mr. Mee:

syatem for contract ‘bridge. Tikts 
ayatem ian now employed iby practical. 
ly all experts. : 

When contract bridge was first 
played, we were taught not to 
make an original bid of ‘one no 
tramp when the hand contained a. 
biddable suft—in sther words, to 
bid one no trump orginally was 
to deny the holding of a biddable 
suit. This theory has been com- 
pletely changed in modern con- 
tract bidding. . : 

An original bid of ‘pne no 
trump now showa.a very fine hand 
which should contain from 3% to’ 
4 quick tricks. It denics a bid-. 
dable five-card major suit, but not 
necessarily a yood four-card 
mujor suit, 

It shows a hand that may gatn 
a trick by the opening lend by be- 

.} ing led up te rather than through, 
qn the majority of cases ‘it should 
Jhave all four suits stopped, 
However, there are times when 
yan corigeinal no trump bid must 
he made on a hand having only 
three suits stopped, but the fourth 
suit should contain at least four 
stoall: cards. 

To become a successful contract 
player, It is necessary — to. learn 
dthe manipulation of no, trump 
contracts. One of the first ques; 
tions asked by many ‘players, re- 
yarding this new type of no trump 
bids fs howto distinguish whe- 
ther a hand should be bid one of 
a suit or one no trump when con- 
taining 3% or more quick. tricks. 
* * * 

The rale governing this ik very 
simple. Don’t open with one no 
trump if your hand will lose no- 
thing by becoming the dummy at 
a no trump contract; ex. if you 
held spades A K x x, hearts 
Axx, diamonds A K, clubs x x x x. 

Here is a hand cantaining five 
quick tricks, Which should not be 
opened with one no trump, but 
with a bid of one spade. This 
hand has nothing to gain with the 
opening lead. Tf there is game in 
the hand at no trump, undoubted- 
Yy the extra trick will be made 
with partner as the declarer and 
this hand a8 the dummy. 

With «a hand containing top 
tricks, partner's hand .undoubted- 
ly holds cards with tenace posi- 
tions, and therefore the gain will 
he made by haying his hand led 
up to rather than yours. 

However, suppose your hand 
held spades A K x x, hearts KJ x, 
diumonds A Q x; clubs K x x. With 
this type of hand the proper open- 
ing declaration is one no trump 
and not one spade, \ 

If you were to open the bidding 
with one spade, partner, in all, 
probability, would answer with 
one no tramp and‘you would then 
have thig hand being led through 
rather than up to. 

. You can easily see the advan- 

H tuge of playing the no trump con- 
tract ‘with this hand as the de- 
clurer rather than dummy, as you 
ure, in all probability, sure to win 
un extra trick on the opening lend, 
and can then govern your play so 
as to throw your, left-hand oppo- 
nent into the lead, 

Summing up original bidy of 
one no trump we find: 

1, They should contain 342 or 
more quick tricks, 

2, At least three sults muat be 
stopped. . 

3. They’ do not deny a biddable 
suit, but show a hand that prefers 
to have the opening Jead come up 
to it rather then through it>

_ A case of alleged “impersonation 
and fruud was heard by Mr. 
Wynne-Jones at the Central Magis- 
tracy yesterday afternoon, when Iu 


‘| Shing-win, unemployed, was cbharg- 


ed with impersonating a detective 
of tho Seeretarint of Chinese 
Affairs and obtaining sums by 
meuns-of-a trick. Three different 
incidents wero alleged, of how in 
the assumed role, ho carried out 
complicated schemes and obtaincd 
moncy in two cases. ; : 

For.the Polfec, Det. Inspector 
Shaftair sald that the tenants of 
the pecond floor of 176, Queen's 
Road West on a recont night were 
disturbed by someone apparently 
trying to force open the door. The 
noise ceased on an alarm being 
given, but it was repeated the next 
two: nights. 


Defendant Appeared. 

An agitated tenant next inter- 
viewed the Police, and. that same 
night when the occult happening re- 
curred, sho went out’ to fetch a 
policeman. The prosecution sug- 
gested that it was more thon a 
coincidence when she met the de- 
fendant Iu and brought him back to 
the floor in the belief that he was 
a: representative of the Inw. The. 
same impression was gained by two 
genuine policemen—a Cantonese 
an@ an Indlan—who arriving there 
ut tho same time as the defendant, 
did not'demur when he assumed 
direction of affairs. _ He even car- 
ricd the matter further, said Ins- 
pector Shaftain, by actually going 
with the frightened woman to the 
district Police Station to report 
the happening. 

The following day he visited the 
floor, and convineed the woman that 
the attempt to force the door was 
the work of a personal enemy, and 
urged her to recall one who would 
most likely fit the theory. The 
woman had,to go as far back as two 
yenrs to recall that ‘at that period 
she had a tenant with whom | she 
quarrelled and who finally shifted 
out, 

_, Old Enemy Recalled. 

The conversation. wus left at 
that, but subsequently she was re- 
minded by the defendant coming 
to her with the information thut he 
had traced her ancient enemy to 2 
house in Temple Street, Yaumati. 
He declared that immediate action 
was necessitated by the discovery 
and said that it would be necessary 
to see the Secretary for Chinese 
Affairs for protection and ‘for a 
warrant of arrest of the enemy. 
which warrant, he told her, would 
cost five dollars?’ said Inspector 
Shaftain. - LO ee 

To complete the illusion, it is 
alleged, the defendant that night 
brought two other men and all 
three slept on the floor, this, he told 
the woman, to accord her all the 
necessary protection.

cerned to make it functign ener- 
getleally and purposefully, the 
League cannot possibly’ be the 
effective instrument of interna- 
tional co-operation and penreeful 
development it ought to be and 
is capable of being made. But 
the plain fact is that Govern- 
ments can only succeed in limiting 
the achievements of the Lenyue 
so lony as the peoples in the dif- 
ferent countries tolerate or are 
indifferent to the failure or re- 
fusal of their representatives to 
discharge in the proper spirit the 
duties, obligations and. responsi- 
cbillties which membership: of the 
League should entail. When the 
peoples determine that the League 
shall fulfil its great purposes, 
Governments will respond.

ing ‘for Bache. ' Several miles of 
loose ice made progress impossible 
and after a Jong and weary battle 
with it the expedition waa com- 
pelled to abandon the effort to 
reach the const. 


Then the Ungava went on to tho 
stations on both sides of Hudson 


Straits and thence to Port Harris |, 


on the Eastern shore of Hudson 
Bay, the most southerly point in- 
vestigated. The Northern part of 
the patrol was undertaken from 
Port Burwell by way of Pangbir- 
tune on Cumberland Sound. On 
the return trip the expedition called 
at Craig Harbour, where the police 
were taken off when the Bache post 
was. established five: years ago. 
Craig Harbour is now the haunt of 
bolas bears and several were sight- 
ed.

Editor's Noto: This is the sccond 
of a soriss# of articles by Mr. MMo-

When contract bridge was first 
played, we were taught not to 
make on ortyinal bid of one no 
tramp when the hand contulned a 
biddable suit—in other words, to 
bid one no trump orginally was 
to deny the holding of a biddablo 
suit. This theory has been com- 


pletely changed in modern con-, 


tract bidding. * . : 

An original bid of one no 
trump now showa a very fine hand 
which should contain from 3% to 
4 quick tricks. It denies a bid- 
dable five-card major suit, but tot 
necessarily a good four-card 
niajor sult, 

It showa ai hand that may gain 
a trick by-the opening lead by be- 
Ing Jed up to rather than through, 
Iw the majority of cases it should 
have abl four suite stopped, 

However, there are times when 
an original no trump bid must 
be made on a hand having only 
three aults stopped, but the fourth 
suit should contain at Teast four 
amall cards, 

To become a suecessful contract 
player, it is necessary to learn 
the manipulation of no trump 
contracts. One of the first ques- 
tions asked by many players ‘re- 
saurdiny this new type of no trump 
bida is how to: distinguish whe- 
ther a hand should be bid one of 
a suit or one no'trump when con- 
taining 8% or more quick tricks.

The rule governing this is very 
simple. Don't open with one no 
trump if your hand will lose’ no- 
thing by becoming the dummy at 
a no trump contract; ay, if you 
held) spades A K x x, hearts 
Axx, diumonds A K, clubs x x x x, 

Here is a hand containing five 
quick tricks, which should not be 
opened with one no trump, but 
with s bid of one spade. This 
hand has nothing to gain with the 
opening lead. If there is game in 
the hand at no trump, undoubted- 
ty the extrn trick will be made 
with partner as the declarer und 
this hand as the dummy.

You can easily see the advan-'

Defendant Appeared. 

An agitated tenant next inter- 
viewed the Pollce, ind that same 
night when the occult happening re~ 
curred, she went out to fetch a 
policeman. The prosecution sug- 
gested that [t°was more than & 
coincidence when she met the de: 
fendant Iu and brought him back to 
the floor in the belief that, he was 
a representative of the law. The 
same impression was gnined by two 
genuine policemen—a Cantonese 
and an Indlan—who arriving there 
at tho same time ns the defendant, 
did not demur when he assumed 
direction of affairs. He even car- 
ried tho matter further, sald Ins- 
pector Shaftain, by notually going 
with tho frightened woman to the 
district Police Station to report 
the happening. .

ECONOMY SCHEMES. 


“Although: the various conver- 
sion schemes which have 
successfully carried through offer 
a prospect of Inryre reduction in 
the service of the National Debt, 
it is still necessary to exerctse 
careful supervision over public 
expenditure both national and 
local, - 

Mensures already taken to assist 
British industry in the home mar- 
ket and to improve our markets 
overseas have created a feeling of 
greater confidence. My Govern- 
ment will continue to do every- 
thing in thelr power to stimulate 
the recovery of trade. ‘ 


AGRICULTURE AND JOBLESS. 


Agriculture has long — been 
depressed by the general fallin 
the wholesale prices of its pro- 
ducts, My Ministers recognise 
that though the measures recently 
taken in regard to meat and other 
products have been of real assist- 
ance to producers, further plans 
nre necessary to enable agricul- 
ture as a whole to take its proper- 
place in the cconomy of the nation.

A Committee of scholars, his-

SUMMING UP THE FIVE | 


YEAR 


NLY a little more thay a 
month’ remaina until the 
formu} completion of. the famous 
Soviet Five Year Plan of national 
cconomic development, which has 
perhaps excited more interest ab- 
road than any other feature of 
Russian Hfe in recent times. 

The question . naturally arises: 
what sort of balance-sheet can be 
shown for thin extraordinary cco- 
nomic experiment, this first effort 
of a nation In peace time to plan 
in advance every phnse of its 
economic development? - 

If one takes as the yardstick of. 
judgment the origina) catimates of 
the .Plan, it soon becomes clear 
that no verdict either of unquall- 
fled success or of complete failure 
ean be pronounced. Some of these 
extimates. have been excecded; 
others have not been attained in 
many respects the development of 
economic life has run along lines 
different from those which the 
makers of the plan envisaged. 

Indeed, one rather suspects that 
{t Is not so much the technique of 
planning, which has proved far 
from infallible in practice, as the 
concentration of the industrial, 
agricultural, financial, transporta- 
tion, and labour resources of the 
country in the hands of a Govern- 
ment armed. with dictatorial 
powers that has made possible the 
most striking achievements of the 
last four years, : 

In some branches of Industry, 
notably in oil, tractor production, 
general and sgricultural machine- 
building, « the estimates of the 
Plan have already been definitely 
exceeded. At the same time, other 
basic.branches of industry are con- 
siderably behind the figures which 
the Plan set for achievement in 
itn last year. . 

; The Fatlurcs. : 


The Sovict Union will certainl 
not produce during tho current 
year the 75,000,000 tons of coal, 
the 10,000,00 tons of iron, and the 
30,000,000 tons of stecl which the 
Plan demanded fer its last year. 
The quality of Soviet industrial 
production, aa a general rule, re- 
mains unsatisfactory, and the 
cMciency of some of the newly con- 
structed huge plants, as is only 
natural, remains considerably be- 
hind that of similar enterprises in 
other countries. 

Yet, even after one haa made & 
proper discount for low quality 
and ineffeclency, the addition to 
Russia's, industrial capital. repre-

The Sccond Plan. : 


The second Five Year Plan, . 
which will run from 1983° until 
1937, has been framed with a view 
to making up some of the holes in 
tho first. So the population is - 
promised two or three: times as 
much food and manufactured goods 
by 1937. 

Certainly the process of forcing 
ahead tho industrialisation ‘of the 
country, at the expense of the 
living atandard of the population 
in general and of the pensants in 
particular, has been earried to the 
Hmit, and perhaps beyond the 
limit, which, from any standpoint 
enn be considered profitable. 

So the Five Year.Plan has-not 
brought anything in the ‘nature of 
millennial erie At its end a 
too-heavy induatrial structure reste 
‘someivhat precariously on a‘nar- 
row food basia. ” 

The righting of this dis-equili- 
brium is far and away the most 
‘urgent problem before the Soviet 
lendera to-day. A second very

Anawering Mr. Fraser, witness 
stated that the third and fourth 
statements he made to the Police 
were quite voluntary.

he saw the detective, the accused 
and two other people. On the 
table was some raw oplum without 
prrappings, He did not enter the 
cubiele but returned to the front of 
the shop. Later, Ho Hong-sang 
came to him and asked him for 
fome money. Witness told No 
Hong-sang he had no money and 
told him to try and borrow money 
elaewhere. Ho Hong-sang went 
out but returned a few minutes 
later, stating he had_ been unable 
to get any moncy, and again aske' 
witness for ‘money. He was out 
for about five minutes, As a Fe- 
sult of the second -requeat, witness 
lent Ho Hong-sany .$50, of which 
$20 twas borrowed from Wong Fat 
and $30 from x man named Sum 
Chun-yueng. The money wis 
wrapped in brown paper before he 
handed it over, He knew what the 
money was for because Ho Hong- 
sang had told him. 
then went into the cubicle to ‘the 
detective und they went out to- 
gether.

which {fs on its maiden voyage to 
tho East, evoked much interest last 
night, and os soon os the ship 
berthed it was invaded by hun- 
dreds of curious aight-scers. 

Tho.Aramis {8 a sister ship to the 
Folix Roussel and tho ill-fated 
Georges Philippar, and, liko tho 
latter, is painted all white. Sho fs 
of 21,400 tons dispIncement, and has 
accommodation for 193 first class 
passongers, 183 second class pas- 
sengers, and 102 third class pns- 
songers. She is the sixth motor 
vessol in the Company’s service. 

Tho Aramis was built, by tho 
Soclote Anonyme des Forges ot 
Chanticrs do la Meditorrance. The 
hull of the ship is divided into nine 
compartments by cight watertight 
bu!lheads, and there aro 18 Nife- 
boats and two motor boats provid- 
ed, each having seating accom- 
modation for 70 passengers, 

Tho propelling machinery con- 
sists of two main ongines of 6,800 
shaft h.p. each., and wore built by 


the Compagnie de Construction | 


Mecanique. 
Aegean Decorations, 

The ship is -decorated tn tho 
Aegean style, and right throughout 
tho portion allotted. to the pas- 
sengers one sees wood in all 
glory. ‘ 

The first saloon restaurant and 
dining room Is square and squat in 
appearance with rather a gaily 
coloured rubberoid floor. 
effect is of highly polfuhed veneer 
plywood pancls, the panelling and 
dado boing futuristic in design. 
Hore the style of furniture and 
tables ure modern, but in {tg 
modernity can be discerned n re- 
turn back to the French style of 
elegance and comfort whilat dining 
by its very eusy armehairs and sent. 
ing accommodations, 


The general appearnnce is of 
Nightneas of design, the main feu- 
ture being the futuristic panclling 
embodying. the Acgean art. 
Among the many features embodi- 
ed in the panels is the portrayal of 
beasts, birds, rocks, fishes, animals 
and Indian life, 

Artistry of Woodwork, 

It is here more than “anywhere 
else in the ship that one sces’ the 
real artistry of woodwork in the 
very dark natural black—yet brown 
appearance of the conical pillars 
backgrounded with varjous designs 
of all manner of woods, slightly 
glazed and decorated by the simple. 
process of a deft touch of colour In 
its friezes and relief work. Two 
of the outstanding features ore the 
two huge Aegean chain yases. in 
natural stone on the low newels of 
the main staircase. 

Black marble topped carved ser- 
vice tables and staircase sides udd 
a more solid appearance . to. the 
room, 

Music Room, 


The music room is much lighter |: 


in tone, consisting of highly finish- 
ed light wodd. The appearance 
leads to the bellef that every part 
of the woodwork has had its 
natural grain work either. accen- 
tunted or helped along by the nddl- 
tional features of modern design, 
the pillars in particular striking a 
daring design of shipwork, being 
conical in appearance and tupering 
{rom the bettom upwards. The 
zig-zng effect on these give 
music room . its jazz appearance. 
Lighting Is very solid. : 

The room contains a flat railed 
off dunce floor in semi-parquet de- 
aign, which, when not in use, is 
covered by a thick pile carpet. ' 

Forward from the music room ia 
the Wintergarden, which {4 mado in 
a greon and grey relief .with oa 
cefling of country lattice atyle. 
Park bench seata and small round 
tables and hardwood chairs with 
rattan seats give an excellent finish 
to the portion of the spacious deck- 
ing accommodation set apart for 
the Wintorgarden. . 


Basque Smoke Room. 

The bar and smoking room are 
finished off in the Basque style, and 
add « more sombre tone to the de- 
corative appearance of the  pas- 
Benger accommodation. 

The main features are the heavy 
carved doors and the old timbered 
effect of the coiling. .

INDIAN PARLEY 
PROBLEM 


‘RATIO TO MEN 


: London, Nov, 22, 

The ‘Indian Round Table Con- 
ference completed to-day its dis- 
cussion on.the women’s franchise 
question. 


At present, women lectors are 
in a ratio of one woman to 21 men. 
The Lothian Committee consider- 
ed this insuMclent and made vari- 
ous suggestions considerably in- 
creasing the number of women 
voters, Literacy qualification, 
plus property’ "qualification, pro- 
duced. a ratio of one woman to 12 
men voters, and the Conference on 
the whole seemed to fnvour 2 
literacy test In preference to a 
Primary standard teat,.sinee it 
xave larger number of women 
votera. ° 


Some difficulty was encountered 
regarding the wives’ and widows’ 
class, numbering, 4,300,000, the in- 
clusion of which would increase 
the ratio of women voters to one 
woman to 4.4 men, 


Several . objections were ad- 
vanced to this qualifieatian and it 
Was agreed that.the matter should 
be further examined. It was 
suggested a separate section might 
be secured ‘by giving powers to 
various provinces for dealing with 
these questions, 


FEDERAL ASSEMBLY, 


Regarding the. method of elec- 
tion to the British Indian seats in 
the Federal Assembly, the Con- 
ference favoured direct election,

FLAGRANT ATTEMPT AT 
MISREPRESENTATION 


* London, Nov. 22. 

‘Lord Hailsham, Sccretary for 
War, speaking at the Anglo- 
American Pilgrims Club in Lon- 
don to-day, called attention to 
news pictures which had appeared 
in certain American newspapers 
purporting to show unemployed 
creating riots outside Bucking- 
ham Palace. , 


“He said that those pictures were 
not taken in 1932 but in 1928, and 
instead of representing a riotous, 
starving mob attempting to enter 
Buckingham Palace in their effort 
to make protests to their. Sovereign, 
they represented in fact, the anxie- 
ty of the many thousands of Brit- 
ish citizens who gathered at 
Palace when the 
health of the King was in danger. 


Lord Hailsham protested against 
this flagrant attempt to misrepre- 
sent conditions {n Britain and paid 
a warm tribute to the American 
Consul-General in London for giv- 
ing a faithful account of British 
events and sentiment. 


Ho said there had never been a 
time when it was more important 
that Britain and America should 
understand ono another. As the 
two nations during the war had 
protected civilisation from violent 
death they had now to protect the 
economic world from equally cer- 
tain disaster.—British Wireltgs,

The mobile power-houses weigh 
130 tons each and are for use with 
8 conches of 80 fect with a acating 
enpacity for - 1,000 passengers. 
The units supply electric current 
to motors on their own axles and 
on the bogies of the carriages.

Mr, Runciman, in a speech, said 
that oil-clectric ‘action was ‘an 
adaptation of power which could 
be put to use not only iby the 
great railways but also by great 
manufacturers. “A Diesel-Blectric 
conch had recently completed six 
months running. on the London 
North-Eastern service. “ It had 
covered 26,000 miles without a 
hitch, The cost of fuel, lubricat- 
ing oi] and running maintenance 
worked out at legs than one penny 
Per coach mile and this was far 
cheaper than anything so far 
known.—British Wircless.
